Such a life we all dor deſire, which excerdeth in pleaſure 
and ather inſtruments, But che end ſheweth howe much 
vainitie there is in this trifling oz bzitle bꝛauety, when one 
ſeely houre may bzing all topſituruy. All men will know 
what power and riches Alexander the great was of, 
who conſumed the huge treaſures almoſt incredible of the 
Perlian Rings, after his conqueſt obteined, and vppon 

pheſtions funeral lauiſhed out twelue thouſand talents, 
that is, Thꝛeeſcoze and twelue tunnes of golde, as wee 
call chem, But this ſo mighty a perſonage when he had 
dunke too —_—— at the funeral feaſt of Epheſti- 
on, and got himſelte thereby a moſt greeuvous burning 
feuer, died the 28, of June in the xxxii. yeare of his age, 
twelfth pearc of his taigne, and in the 32 3. yete befoze the 
birth of Chaiſt , This exanple admoniſhech vs touching 
the tncanſtancy of hu:nane affaires, and letteth out this 
verſe ofthis Plalme.

1fI waſh thee not thou ſhalt haue no part with 
mee * ibidem verſe 10, Hee that is waſhed 
needeth not, to waſh his feete, but is cleane eue - 
ry whit. Thele ſayiugs withont doubting do deſcribe 
luſtillcation: Except he himlelſe waſh vs, that is, _

hee with his owne blood doe tedeeme bs, and except wee 
beleeue that we are redemed by the blood of C heil, wee

But pet in this life, our fette muſt be 
walhed continually, that is, eur motions .UWeake nature 
in this like begecteth many wandzing motions.

Here be three parts ofthis Pſalme; the firſt is a 
Tre. wherein he craueth defence — the 
malapertnes of his enemies amongſt home hee 
lived in exilement the ſecond parte is a decla- 
ration of his calamitie: For although it be a great 
miſchief for a man to be pluckt away from the ſociety 
of his parents and friends, and to wander amongſt vn- 
knowen perſons without honour, and to be caſt forth 


to al dangers of fortune, yet there are greater miſchefs 


not to bee conuerſant in the congregation ofthe true 
church, and not to haue or enioy the ſweete conferen- 
ces with the godly ones , but to heare the blaſphe- 
mous ſpeeches of men againſt God, T he greatnes of 
theſe milchefs exceedethall cogitations of minde and 
eloquence of tongue. The third parte is a thanlce ſ- 

iuir g for defence and deliverance frem God, For as 
Clint Peter faith, 2. 2. 9. The Lord knorwethto deliver 
the godly out of thmptation exc, and as Saint Paul ſaith 
I, Cor, 10. 1 is faithfull, -oþich will n®ſuffer 
you to be tempte d aboue that you bee able, but will even 
ue the iſſue with temptation, that ye may be able to beare 
it. 

But alwayes in the reading of the Pſalme let vs 
conſider of the application : ſeeing the church liues 
baniſhed inthe world, and not vnlike to the Healcyen 
bird building in the ſea rocks, we muſt craue that God 
would mitigate theſe calamities in the whole bodie 
and all the members thereof, and now and then grant 
vs after teares gladnes. Alſo let vs be thanke full vnto 
God for the mitigation of thoſe calamities, and fox his 
wonderfull defence ofthe church againſt the rage of 
the orld and of the deuils,

And 
as excrementum is a filthie thing vpon earth, ſo retecta- 
mentum, (ignifieth a man, who with his contagion hurt- 
eth his companions of the ſame iournie by ſea : any 
whome it is needefull chat wee caſt into the ſea, leaſt 
all that are in the ſhip am the ſhip it ſelfe be ouerwhel- 
med with the racing flouds . Now thinke what a heaute 
and ſozowfull thing it is, to be iudged a plague and de⸗ 
ſtruction ofmankinde, and to be nights and dayes lated 
open to all chaunces of ſodaine dangers, Wherefoze we 
muſt ſufficiently well furniſh andarme our mindes with 
true doctrine, pꝛayer, and teſtimonies of the true church 
that wee be not oppꝛeſſed with the vniuſt judgements of 
the wozld; 02 elſe doe ſtavt back from the goſpel thzough
